receiving a message generated in response to a user interacting with at least one of the 
remote-control user-interface elements, wherein the message indicates at least om keyboard 
event to be simulated on the target computer; and 

simulating at least one keyboard event based on the received message suchthf t the target 
computer is remotely controlled through the browser without the target computer trai smittinii to 
the wireless-client d_evice data that specifies the content of the target compute rs < UNdisplay 
screen. 

Claim 2 (Original): The method of claim 1, wherein the accepted connection j s an HTTP 
connection from a wireless-access gateway. 

Claim 3 (Original): The method of claim 1, wherein the browser is a wire ess-access 
browser. 

Claim 4 (Original): The method of claim 3, wherein the wireless-access brow >er and the 
target computer communicate through a wireless-access gateway. 

Claim 5 (Original): The method of claim 1, wherein the remote-controj usi r-interface 
elements comprise virtual keyboard keys. 
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Claim 6 (Original): The method of claim 1, wherein the remote-control us :r-mterface 
elements comprise hypertext markup language buttons. 

Claim 7 (Original): The method of claim 1, wherein the remote-control us :r-interface 
elements comprise wireless markup language select elements. 

Claim 8 (Original): The method of claim 1, wherein the accepting, the downJ jading, the 
receiving, and the simulating are each performed by the target computer. 

Claim 9 (Original): The method of claim 1, wherein the received message is c jntained in 
a query portion of an HTTP request. 

Claim 10 (Original): The method of claim -1, wherein simulating the a least one 
keyboard event comprises sending an operating system key event to an active applies tion on the 
target computer. 

Claim 11 (Original): The method of claim 1, wherein simulating the a least one 
keyboard event comprises simulating a press-and-hold operation for at least a Grsi key while 
simulating a press and then a release of at least a second key, 

Claim 12 (Original): The method of claim 1, wherein the received message i part of an 
HTTP POST. 

Claim 13 (Currently Amended): A method of using a wireless-access irowser to 
remotely control a target computer, the method comprising: 

connecting to a wireless-access gateway to establish a wireless-acct ss-browser 
connection to a keyboard event server running on the target computer; 

using the wireless-access browser to download from the keyboard event se ver a web 
page containing remote-control user-interface elements , wherein the wire] ess-acc ess browser is 
executed by a wireless-client device: and 
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sending a message to the keyboard event server, wherein the message is g aerated in 
response to a user interacting with at least one of the remote-control user-interface el tments and 
wherein the message indicates at least one keyboard event to be simulated by the keyl card event 
server on the target computer such that the target computer is remotely contro ll ed i irough the 
wireless-access browser without the target computer transmitting to the wirele s s-cl ent device 
data that specifies the content of the target computers GUl-displav screen . 

Claim 14 (Original): The method of claim 13, wherein the remote-control us :r-interface 
elements comprise wireless markup language select elements. 

Claim 15 (Original): The method of claim 13, wherein the sent message if; coi tained in a 
query portion of an HTTP request. 

Claim 16 (Original): The method of claim 15, wherein the sent message is part of an 
HTTP POST. 

Claim 17 (Currently Amended): A method of allowing a wireless-access browser to 
remotely control a target computer, the method comprising: 

establishing, through a wireless-access gateway, a wireless-access-browser co uiection to 
a keyboard event server running on the target computer; 

downloading through the wireless-access gateway from the keyboard event st rver to the 
wireless-access browser a web page containing remote-control user-interface elemen s , wherein 
the wireless-access browser is execu ted by a wireless-client device: 

converting a wireless protocol-encoded (WP-encoded) message received from the 
wireless-access browser at the wireless-access gateway into an HTTP message, where n the WP- 
encoded message is generated in response to a user interacting with at least one of 1 le remote- 
control user-interface elements and wherein the WP-encoded message indicates a least one 
keyboard event to be simulated by the keyboard event server on the target computer; a id 

transmitting the HTTP message from the wireless-access gateway to the keyl oard event 
serve r such that the target computer is remotely controlled through the wireless ;- icct *s browser 
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without the target computer transmitting to the wireless-client device data H u t st eciJies the 
content of the target computers GUI-display screen . 

Claim 18 (Original); The method of claim 17, further comprising: 

receiving an HTTP response from the keyboard event server at the wire ess-access 
gateway; 

converting the HTTP response to a WP-encoded response; and 

transmitting the WP-encoded response from the wireless-access gateway 1o th 3 wireless- 
access browser, 

Claim 19 (Original): A computer-readable medium having computer- sxecutable 
instructions for causing a wireless-access gateway to perform the steps recited in clain 18. 

Claim 20 (Original): A computer-readable medium having computer- sxecutable 
instructions for causing a target computer to perform the steps recited in claim 4. 

Claim 21 (Original); A computer-readable medium having computer executable 
instructions for causing a wireless-access browser to perform the steps recited in claim 16. 

Claim 22 (Currently Amended): A mobile terminal that allows an end user 1 ) remotely 
control a target computer, the mobile terminal comprising: 

a wireless-access browser that downloads remote-control user-interface elements, and 
sends a message to a keyboard event server executing on the target computer, wherein 

the message is generated in response to the end user interacting with at least one of the 
remote-control user-interface elements, and 

the message indicates at least one keyboard event to be simulated by the keyt oard event 
server on the target compute r such that the target computer is remotely contro ll ed t trough the 
wireless-access browser without the target computer transmitting to the mobile tc r min il data that 
specifies the content of the target computer's UUl-displav screen . 
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Claim 23 (Original): The mobile terminal of claim 22, wherein the wire ess-access 
browser and the target computer communicate through a wireless-access gateway. 

Claim 24 (Original): The mobile terminal of claim 22, wherein the remoie-c< ntrol user- 
interface elements comprise wireless markup language select elements. 

Claim 25 (Original): The mobile terminal of claim 22, wherein the sent nessage is 
wireless-protocol encoded. 

Claim 26 (Original): The mobile terminal of claim 22, wherein the at least on t keyboard 
event to be simulated comprises simulating a press-and-hold operation for at least a first key 
while simulating a press and then a release of at least a second key. 

Claim 27 (Currently Amended): A remote-control system comprising: 
a mobile terminal ninning a wireless-access browser that receives remo1e-c< ntrol user- 
interface elements; 

a wireless-access gateway; and 

a target computer coupled to the wireless-access gateway, wherein 

the target computer is running a keyboard event server that receives a message 

through the wireless-access gateway from the wireless-access browser, 

the message is generated in response to a mobile-terminal user intirac ing with at 

least one of the remote-control user-interface elements, and 

the keyboard event server simulates at least one keyboard event or the target 

computer based on the received message such that the target comp in er m remotely 

controlled through the wireless-access browser without the target comp u er t frnsmitting 

to the mobile terminal data that specifies the content of the target comput er's C Ul-display 

screen. 
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Claim 28 (Original): The remote-control system of claim 27, wherein tt 3 received 
message comprises at least one mnemonic corresponding to the at least one simulate ! keyboard 
event 
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
